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ILLINOIS GAMING BOARD POLICY REGARDING SIGNAGE REQUIREMENTS
FOR LICENSED VIDEO GAMING ESTABLISHMENTS

In addition to all the requirements of the Video Gaming Act and Adopted Rules, the Illinois Gaming
Board establishes the following policy, effective November 5, 2012, regarding required signage at all
licensed video gaming establishments:

e |t is the joint responsibility of the terminal operator and the video gaming location to ensure all
required signage is in place.

e The sign required by this policy shall be prominently placed in the video gaming terminal area
and be no less than 21” x 13.”

e The sign required by this policy must be in English. However, an additional sign may be posted
in another language.

e The text for the sign required by this policy shall fill the majority of the 21” x 13” space and
shall be as follows:
